The last session of the Leg- 
islature passed on act entitled 
“An Act to Create the Bethel 
Utilities District.”?This. act is 
effective Only if approved by 
‘the voters at the next annual 
town meeting. Ballots are be- 
ing prepared by the Town Clerk 
to be available to the voters 
during the balloting for town 
officers; The act shall take ef- 
fect upon its acceptance by 2 
majority. of the legal’ voters 
voting at the meeting; but only 


jf the total number of votes” 


cast for’'and against acceptance 
equals or exceeds 10% of the 
total vote cast in town for bota 
candidates for Governor at the 
Nov, 1960 election which was 
1,175. Therefore a minimum of 
118 votes for and against will 
be pequired for decisive action. 

The first purpose of the dis- 
trict would be to take over and 
operate the West Bethel Water 
System, the second would be 
that the entire sewerage sys- 
tem would be taken over and 
maintained by the district. The 
town would no longer appro- 
priate money to construct new 
sewers or to make repairs to ex- 
isting sewers. Revenue would 
come from owners of residen- 
ces, commercial and industrial 
property connected to the sys- 
tem, in the form of an annual 
assessment charge. In case of 
expansion or large repairs the 
district is empowtred to hire 
the necessary funds to carry 
out the work, loans to be re- 
paid out of revenue received 
from those connected to the 
sewer system, It ia impossible 
at this time to determine the 
method or the amount of the 
annual sewerage assessment. 
The rates would be established 
by the trustees of the district,

Today's Health, the magazine 
ef the American Medical Asao- 
Glation, offers a few cemmon- 
sense suggestions about colds. 
The “remedy” is the same aa 
in Grandma’s day. Stay home, 
in bed if you van, take aspirin 
for fhe discomfort, keep warm, 
gargle to ease a sore throat. 
Various vitamins, ultraviolet 
light and bacterial vaccines 
have been offered as cold cures, 
Carefully controlled experi- 
ments have discredited all of 
them, 

Mothers who have colds 
should wear masks when at- 
tending small infants. Colds in 
young babies should be treated 
with respect. If the baby has 4 
severe cold, call a physician. 


_ Babies suffer much discomfort 


with a cold, and there's always 
the chance that it fan’t a eold. 
but something more serious. 

The IHinois. State Medical 
Journal offers the following 
definition of a cold: 

“Present information Jeads 
us to believe that the common 
cold is a group of infections 
caused by a number of differ- 
ent but closely related viruses, 
These diseases have in com- 
mon the fact that the incuba: 
tion period is shorl-~from one 
to four days—and the symp- 
toms ure scratchy throat and 
cough, headache, occasional 
fever. The cold itself lasts from 
three to six days, longer only 
if complications develop,” 

A vaccine to protect against 
colds would haye to include 
each of the different viruses 
responsible, Selentists aren't 
yet certain how many different 
viruses are invelved, Until all 
of the viruses are tracked down 
and cataloged, no cold vaccine 
could be more than partially 
avecessful,
